SELECTMEN SAY 


There are many industries 
that are interested in locat- 
ing in Wilmington, Nicholas De 
Felice, Chairman of the Board 
of Selectmen, declared Tuesday 
night, 

Mr. De Felice, together with 
other Selectmen were speaking 
at an open meeting of the 
Baldwin Club, on the subject 
‘What's In the Future for Wil- 
jington?’ 

It just isn’t possible, mr. 
De Felice said, to talk about 
these industries. They have to 
keep their plans a secret un- 
til they arrange financing and 
other matters. 

He predicted that when Route 
93 opens up, through Medford, 
‘the town will have many com- 
panies seeking to locate here, 
much as they did along Route 
128 - perhaps not as many, and 
as quickly, but industry would 
come. 

Mr. De Felice also spoke up 
against having an Industrial 
Commission for Wilmington, 
Industrial Commissions are 
for towns with empty factories 
he declared, towns like Law- 
rence, Peabody and Manchester, 
N.H. 

‘There are plenty of enquir- 
ies, in the Town Manager's of- 
fice. We don’t even know about 
them all, Some of the enquir- 
ies are for two acre lots, 
some for 10 acres, and some 
for more’. 

The big difficulty, De Felice 
declared, was the prices being

were being scared away by too 
high prices. 

He gave a plug to the method 
used by the town, in having 
things centered in the Town 
Manager’ s office. 

Industries had made enquiries 
and left, ant then came back 
after several months to state 


that they got better answers 
in Wilmington than in any o- 
ther place, De Felice told the 
audience. 

Selectman Charles Black told 
the audience that there were 
‘several’ options for land in 
Wilmington, right now, and De 
Felice added to this the in- 
formation that a company which 
had located a plant in Woburn 
is still interested in Wil- 
mington, and still had an op- 
tion. 

Speaking of the Ford Company 
he told the audience that when 
it was learned that Ford want- 
ed to locate a building in 
Massachusetts the official in 
charge was beseiged day and 
night by people who wanted to 
sell land. The official had to 
finally shut out all real es- 
tate enquiries, in self de- 
fense. 

Public Works 

De Felice told his audience 
that the Town Manager is pre- 
paring two sets of figures for 
the 1960 budget, one using a@ 
Department of Public Works and 
one on the present system. 

The Selectmen will make a de-

COUNTERS FOR 
ESDAY'S ELECTION 


48 Ballot Counters, the most 
ever used at one time in Wil- 
mington, are to report for du- 
ty at 8 pm next Tuesday, in 
the High School gymnasium to 
count what is expected to be a 
record vote in Wilmington for 
@ National election. 

By @ new law passed by the 
legislature this year towns 
and cities are forbidden to 
start the count of ballots un- 
til after the last one has 
been cast, There are over 5800 
registered voters, in Wilming- 
ton this year, and if 90% vote 
(as some people expect) the 
ballot counters will have a 
long evening. 

120 Absentee Ballots 

As of yesterday afternoon urs 
Russell, the Town Clerk, had a 
total of 120 ballots on hand 
or expected shortly from ab- 
sentee voters. 

One of the first that arrived 
in the Town Clerk's office was 
that of Herbert C. Barrows, 
for 64 years an officer of the 
town of Wilmington, and now in 
his 66th year as a voter of 
the town. Mr. Barrows is now 
living in a Reading rest home. 
40 of the absentee ballots 
represent members of the Armed 
Forces,

RELIGION AND ELECTION IN WILMINGTON 

Religion has been an issue by some people in 
these United States, during the past few months 

We are happy to report that we don't know of 
any such issue in our own town. 

The Wilmington Council of Churches has en- 
dorsed a statement entitled "10 Points", which 
had previously been endorsed by such religious 
leaders as Richard Cardinal Cushing, of the 
Roman Catholic church, and Bishop G. Bromley 
Oxnam of the Methodist Episcopal Church. we be- 
lieve the 10 points to be significant. 

1. The exclusion of members of any family of 
faith from public office on the basis of re- 
ligious affiliation violates the fundamental 
conditions of a free democratic society, as ex- 
pressed in the spirit and letter of our Con- 
stitution.... 

2. The religious faith of a public officer 
is relevant to the conduct of his office. The 
relevance of faith to his personal spiritual 
life is a private matter. (It) can give him in- 
sight, independence, and composure that will 
enable him to make dispassionate judgments in 
the crises of public life, and lead the nation 
to a more creative fulfilment of its destiny.| 
The bearing of the religious views of any can- 
didate of any party upon his decisions in pub- | 
lic office is a public matter...,. | 

3. No citizen in public office dare be false! 
either to his conscience or to his oath of of-| 
fice. Both his conscience and his oath impose! 
responsibilities sacred under the law of God. | 
If he cannot reconcile...his oath with his con- | 
science, then he must resign, lest he fail his/ 
nation and his God. 

4. The fact that a major religious group has| 
so far never furnished the nation with a can-| 
didate who won election to a particular office 
does not obligate the voters to elect a can- 
didate of that faith to that office solely to 
demonstrate our devotion to democracy.... t 

5. No institution should seek to influence 
and dominate public officials for its own in- 
stitutional advantage. 

6. Every person of every fdith must be ac- 
corded full religious liberty, and no person 
should be coerced into accepting any religious 
belief or practice. yo religious group should 
be given special ‘preference or advantage by the 
state, nor allowed to use state egencies for 
the restriction of other faiths. 

7» A candidate's faith, and his affirmations 
of it, as they bear upon his responsibilities 
in publie office, should be viewed in their | 
best light rather than their worst, and the re- 
Sponse and expectation of the nation should be 
such as will] encourage him to attain the high- 
est spiritual and moral realization which his 
own faith can inspire. 

8. Just as the choice of candidates for 
public office should be based upon integrity, 
leadership, and convictions on basic issues, so 
the public officer after his election is oblig- 
ated to make his appointments to subordinate 
Positions on a non-disecriminatory basis, using 
competence and record rather than religious af- 
filiation as the criteria of selection.... 

9. The President's participation in import- 
ant national and communi t religious functions 
can be a fine symbol of the common concern for 
the spiritual welfare of the nation. But if for 
reasons of his own he feels t-hat participation 
in @ particular religious ceremony is not in 
order, it would be contrary to the eivie char- 
acter of the American presidency for him to 
feel obligated to accept the invitation. 

10. Every public official who is a member of 
a religious group should, of course, take into 
consideration the spiritual and moral prineci- 
ples of his faith in confronting the decisions 
he mist make. But in our pluralistic society he 
will recognize that thé values of historic 
faiths other than his own must be brought to 
bear upon the problems of the day. ile alone, 
under the judgment of God, can fully appraise 
the force and applicability of all such values

OUR GUESSES 

In spite of the doubts being expressed by 
the national pollsters we are certain that the 
next President of the United States is Jack 
Kennedy. We bet on him, with an avid Nixonite, 
last Sunday. 

We are just as certain that John Volpe is to 
be the next Governor of Massachusetts. Three 
months ago we would have said Joe Ward, but Joe 
has been losing steadily. ever since. 

We don't believe that Senator Saltonstall 
will have any trouble in his campaign for re- 
election. 

Other than that, with a few exceptions, it 
is going to be a Democratic sweep, in Massachu- 
setts. It is possible that Gus Means will be 
elected Lieutenant Governor, but we aren't cer- 
tain. And on any case below that of Lt. Gover- 
nor we are betting Democratic. 

The next Congressman from the Fifth Congres- 
sional District is to be F. Bradford Morse, of 
Lowell. We didn't think so a month ago, but we 
do now. 

The town or city in our area that will have 
the most effect on the ballots, relatively 
speaking is Woburn, where there has been a hea- 
vy upsurge in registration. 

This upsurge ensures the re-election of Rep. 
Thomas F. Donohue, for our money. Mr. Donohue 
topped the list two years ago, and will again 
this time, for the State Legislature. 

Some friends of Rep. Frank Tanner, of  Read- 
ing, think that the Woburn upsurge will give 
him trouble. Mr. Tanner doesn't think so. He 
has always had a lot of friends in that city, 
people who have realized the very high value of 
his service to our district, and his personal 
integrity, and Tanner is confident. 

The puzzle to us is the State Senatorial 
race. Both contestants are from Woburn, and 
neither has ever held State office. 

The Democratic candidate, Mr. Long, has 
mostly done his campaigning in his home town, 
as far as we have been able to judge, while his 
Republican opponent, Mr. Gorrasi, has been 
roaming far and wide. Perhaps Mr. Gorrasi has 
the edge, but we aren't certain, with the Demo- 
cratic sweep in Massachusetts a foregone con- 
clusion. 


THE LIQUOR QUESTION 

There are three questions on the ballot next 
Tuesday. All three have to do with liquor. They 
appear every state election. 

Wilmington, for a long period of time, has 
voted No on A and B, (Sale of Alcoholic Bever- 
ages, and Sale of Wines and Beer, in Taprooms). 
This is as it should be. We want no barrooms in 
our town. 

On the third question (C), 
Wilmington votes Yes. 

And we recommend that our Package Stores be 
continued, and that the people vote Yes, on C.

METHODIST PASTOR SPEAKS 
ON RELIGIOUS ISSUE 

During the Reformation servi- 
ces on Sunday, October 30 the 
Rev. Richard & Harding, past- 
or of the Wilmington Methodist 
Church said: ‘Reformation Sun- 
day is a day for which we 
should be proud and grateful, 
However, it is not a time to 
join in a hate campaign toward 
the Roman Catholic Church as 
many fundamentalist Protestant 
groups are doing around the 
country, any more than the 
fourth of July is a time to 
bring bitterness down on the 
heads of the Englishman. As a 
Protestant minister I am em- 
barrassed at what is being 
done in the name of our great 
heritage. I join with you and 
countless others in the Pro- 
test tradition of disasociat- 
ing ourselves from those evan- 
gelical rabble-rousers, who 
this day are denying by their 
actions the very principals 
they preach. 

‘This is not to say that 
there are not great religious 
issues at stake to which the 
conscience of our next presi- 
dent must speak and act. Our 
wealth in the midst of the 


world’s proverty; disarmament, 


morality, civil liberties and 
human rights. The Reformation 
spirit of conscience over both 
church and state rather than 
church over state or state o- 
ver church is the kind of lead 
ership the country needs and 
the world is looking for.’ 

Mr. Harding then left the el- 
ection issue and called the 
worshipping congregation to be 
reformers in a world that is 
fast becoming full of conforn- 
ers. He pointed to a man like 
Martin Luther King, as @ con- 
temporary example of this Ref- 
ormation spirit, quoting the 
following statement made by Dr 
King: ‘We will meet the capac- 
ity to inflict suffering with 
the capacity to endure suffer- 
ing. We will say, do what you 
will to us but we will wear 
you down by our capacity to 
suffer.’
